And what were the conse- 
quences, in those days, when a political leader was accused of personal 
dishonesty, and could not, or would not, clear his skirts?

HE MANNERS displayed by people on our elevators are so strik- 
ing that I should like to discourse of them.

After they 
have arrived at the top, ingenious and kindly, questioning usually discovers 
the fact that they are in the wrong building. 

Business men — those men so fortunate as to have not only intelligence 
but opportunity for using it— are seldom so lacking in charity to their in- 
feriors as to demand that dudes shall not ride in an elevator with them. 
But they certainly have just cause to complain to the owner of the building 
when the dude is one who turns to the mirror, and affects to regard his 
image with favor. 

When there is a crowd waiting to take the elevator, a woman comes 
to the door, and advises with the elevator-boy confidentially, critically, and 
in detail concerning a number of matters foreign to the affairs of the im- 
patient crowd.

PEN PICTURES OF AN EXPLORER. 


T IS NOT generally known that I was with Stanley 
in his last trip through Africa; in fact, it never 
will be known how many white men were with 
him on that memorable journey; but, from 
magazine indications, Stanley’s staff is going to 
be more prolific than the Mayflower. I joined 
Stanley at Mumblepuppa in August, 1888, just 
in time to get into the thickest kind of soup. 
The canned peaches had given out shortly after 
leaving Wangwang. It was a gruesome hour, 
right in the heart of a tropical forest, with the 
natives adding to our sufferings by singing songs. 

This was but the beginning of our trouble. Some of the Randanda 
men began to murmur, and were on the verge of striking for two and a 
half yards of calico a month; and Heaven knows what would have been our 
fate had we not hanged the ringleader, and punished six others by giving 
them nothing but Chicago corned-beef for six days. 

We were four months, marching day and night, in this forest, in a 
darkness so intense that our dusky guides looked like white streaks by com- 
parison. For the last two months we had had nothing to eat but pies 
made from cocoanuts, and you may be sure it was with a sigh of relief we 
came out on the open plain, and saw the Mountains of the Sun. 

We pitched camp on the banks of the Prince Albert Edward Arthur 
Andrew for two months to recuperate. Game was fairly swarming, and a 
man could start out in the morning, and, if he was a good liar, bag a 
sample of every known kind of game in Africa in a single day’s sport. 

But all good things must come to an end; and as Stanley was obliged 
to have something to put in his book, the order came to strike camp. On! 
On! was the watchword. We did not know where; but On! On ! Lakes 
had to be discovered, rivers named, and native chiefs dumfoozled. 

So off we started, and almost immediately eight or ten tribes swarmed 
down upon us with war horns and drums and poisoned arrows. Fortunately 
there were enough trees for the officers, so we kept up a running fight for 
three days, or three weeks, I have forgotten which. ‘Then Stanley sent 
out a man with a plug of tobacco and a cheviot shirt as a flag of truce. 

It was accepted, and then we had a pow-wow, and made a treaty. 
King Ylang Ylang solemnly ceded to us all of Equatorial Africa, one mil- 
lion bananas, and all the ivory we could find on the elephants we shot. 
Stanley gave each of the King’s four 
hundred wives a shankless_ brass 
button, and to the King a Water- 
bury watch and two chicken cro- 
quettes. 

The next morning we start- 
ed, while old Ylang Ylang was 
winding his Waterbury, and 
before he finished were safely 
encamped on Lake Batten- 
berg. How can I describe 
this charming locality, so 
like its illustrious name- 
sake? To the North it 
looks as if it had been sat 
on and squashed out; to 
the East it was empty; to 
the West it was bare and 
scrawny ; and to the South 
it crawled into a hole and 
disappeared. The moun- L.

tains lowered over us; the rich green grass was under 
our feet; the air was mild and refreshing, and it 

it had n’t been for the knowledge that we were 

a pack of goldarned idiots for risking our 
lives, trying to discover a man who 
was n’t lost, we would have been 
supremely happy. 

But on we must go; we could 
not recuperate more than _three- 
fourths of our time. So we kicked 
our men into lines, and resumed our 
march to Bumblebooboo, where we 
expected to meet eight or ten more 
of the staff with the New York 
papers. To do this we had to de- 
scend the Wwerdlalla, which I 
strongly suspect to be an affluent

As usual, two or three dozen ” ; aR NEQW, 
tribes, with names full of conso- 
nants, lined the banks, and threw 
things at us for weeks and wecks. 
Nobody thought of sleeping except 
at night; but not a man spoke of

we kept securely hidden, while Stanley wrote out his notes as coolly as if 
he did not intend to make his publishers pay for them. 

It was the morning of March 31st that we shot the rapids, and saw 
the flag of Bumblebooboo in the distance. Our enemies saw it also, and 
as they rapidly retired, we came out and cheered defiantly. Three hours 
more of rowing brought us up to Fort Beatrice Amelia, and in another 
minute we were trying to borrow a flask from our fellow staff-officers. 

Our arrival was opportune, as the next day would have exhausted the 
bottled beer. The relief party had brought dead loads of provisions from 
Zanzibar, a box of base-balls, six bats, and the Brotherhood Guide, so we 
knew that all danger was past. 

Stanley had not been forgotten. 
sent their bills; there was a string of decorations and ribbons, and in one 
box there came a present from an English admirer, who— _ Dare | tell — 
Yes! Confound the contract !— it was chcese!
